BISMARCK. 


REPUBLICAN 
PLATFORM. 


We, the delegated representatives of the 
Republican party of Illinois, declare the 
following to be substantially our political 
belief: 
1. That emancipation and enfranchise- 
ment having been secured by the Thirteenth 
and Fifteenth Amendments to the Consti- 
tution of the United States, and by appro- 
priate legislation for theirenforcemeut; and 
equality of civil rights having been guaran- 
tied by the Fourteenth Amendment, such 
guaranty should be enforced by appropriate 
statutes, so that the broad aegis of Federal 
power may be over black and white citizens 
alike. 
2. That, as one of the consequences of the 
late civil war, about t»K!,000,UUO of uoii-ln- 
terest bearing Treasury notes were Issued 
to, nnd are now hold by, the people as a safe 
and convenient currency, it would be un- 
wise and inexpedient, In the present finan- 
cial condition ot the people, to attempt the 
Immediate cancellation of any portion of 
such Treasury notes. 
a. That the laws for the establishment ol 
national banks having secured to the States 
and Territories the best system, of bank cir- 
culation ever before aflorded the people.lt 
should be no longer confined to a privileged 
class, but should be free to all alike, under 
general and equal laws, the aggregate vol- 
ume of currency to be regulated by the uu- 
trammeled laws of trade. 
4. That wo re-affirm the declaration of 
the National Republican Convention of 1872, 
in favor of a return to specie pay meat at the 
earliest practicable day. 
3. That we commend the measures which 
have passed the popular branchof Congress, 
looking to the cheapening and perfection ol 
Inter-State railway transportation, and the 
Improvement of navigation at the mouth 
of the Mississippi rlvor. 


<i. That we are in favor of an amendment 
of the Constitution of the United States pro- 
viding for the election of the President and 
Vice. President by the direct vote of the peo- 
ple, without the Intervention of the Electo- 
ral College. 
7. That the Republican party proposes to 
respect the rights reserved by the people to 
themselves, as carefully as the powers dole- 
gated by them to the State and Federal 
Gov- 
ernments; and it will aim to secure the 
rights and privileges of the citizen without 
regard to nativity or creed; and it is oppos- 
ed to Interference by law with the habits, 
tastes or customs of individuals, except to 
suppress licentiousness or to preserve the 
peace and safety of the citizens of the State, 
8. That while we accord to the railway 
companies of this State the iullest measure 
of property rights, we also demand for the 
people reasonable charges and rigid impar- 
tiality In the transportation of passengers 
and freight—such guaranty to be secured by 
appropriate State and National legislation. 
Relying upon the foregoing declaration of 
principles and policy, and upon the broad, 
clear record of tiie Republican party during 
Its fifteen yearsof Slate and Federal admin- 
istration, we appeal once more to that silent 
yet conclusive tribunal, the ballot-box, con- 
fident that the people will endorse over- 
whelmingly the action o1 this representative 
Convention.

AI,L AUKNTH:—in obedience 


to tho provisions of tho law in relation 
to the transportation of intoxicating 
liquors, you are hereby instructed to 
refuse to receive Ibr transportation to 
any place in tho State of Towa any 
intoxicating liquors, 
including 
ale, 


boor, wine or cider, unless the party 
offering the same for shipment shall 
furifish a certified copy of authority for 
the consignee to sell the NUIIC as pro- 
vided by tho above law. 


"Certificate of thin kiud imt.si ac- 


company each and every shipment. 


"Tho forwarding ngciit will attach 


tho certificate to the way-bill, tho re- 
ceiving agent will retain it aa his au- 
thority 
for having the 
contraband 


goods in hid poseision."

The Sony of XAlterty in Illinois. 


Many of our readers will remember 


one Atnos Green, who formerly resided 
lit Paris, III., and was n somewhat noted 
leader of-tho Democracy of this State 
during llio war. 
He was at the time 


charged with being in league with the 
southern rebels, and was, wo believe, 
once arrested for treasonable practices. 
Ho 
nftorWard 
removed 
to "'Kansas 


City, Mo., where hostillresides. 
In re- 


ply to a recent attack upon him by a 
political opponent Mr. Green published 
a letter with reference to his political 
record in Illinois, from which we make 
tho following extract: 
* 


"There wao in the State of Illinois, 


commencing about the year 18C3, an 
order of Democrats known as the Sons 
of Liberty. 
It did number in the 


State about 80,000 or 100,000 voters. 
It included in its membership tho great 
majority of tho Democratic party of 
tho State and most of the leading men 
of the party. It was not organized to 
aid tho Confederacy, but to preserve 
freedom of elections and preserve the 
great fundamental principles of consti- 
tutional liberty from boing entirely de- 
stroyed 
and overthrown by military

duties of the poMlioii amid tho perils 
and troubles that surrounded it, and I 
wad elected to one of the highest mili- 
tary positions known to the order in 
tho State. 
Not a breath of suspicion 


of dereliction of duty in any way was 
ovci attached to my connection with 
tliu older, and I refer you to S. Corn- 
ing Judd, of Lowiston, to James C. 
Kobinaou, member of Uougrc.is from 
Springfield district, Gen Singleton, of 
Quiucy, II. C, Gowdy, of Chicago, 
Hubert N. Bishop, Senator fiom the 
I'Mgiir county district, Paris, 111, 
The 


latter was secretary of the order while I 
was presiding officer. 
And I refer to 


all tho leading Democrats of the State. 
Out ot tho 80.000 or 100,000 members 
Col. 
Moore cannot get n respectable 


man in the State to make or sustain 
his libolous charges. In my next I 
will publish IcUoib from a number of 
tho leading men of the State corrobora- 
ting this statement. 


"I will now give the Colonel a little 


information that ho appears not to be 
familiar with. 
I also hold a high posi- 


tion in tho National Council of the Or- 
der, tho headquarters of which wore in 
Now York. 
Indiana and Ohio each 


numbered about the same membership 
as Illinois.

CORNERS. 


The last legislature of Illinois passed 


a law to prevent "corners" in tho grain 
and provision markets, which law went 
into effect on tho 1st day of July. So 
effectual has this law proven that we 
now have no less than three "corners'" 
on the Board of Trade, all at the same 
time—a wholly unprecedented occur- 
rence. There is a corner in oats, one 
iu corn, and another in pork, while 
others think there are corners in wheat 
and lard also. 
Corn sold yesterday, at 


the close of business, at 06 cents for 
immediate delivery, while for delivery 
to-morrow (Saturday) it sold at only 
CO cents. 
Oati sold at 53 cents for 


immediate delivery, andatSG! cents 
for Saturday or after. 
Pork is selling 


at $23.25@23.50 in this market, while 
it is quoted at only $22.12J in New 
York. Wheat is at $1.09@1.10 for 
immediate delivery, and at $1.05 for 
delivery on Saturday or later. 
The 


alleged corner in lard is probably a mis- 
take arising from tho fact that the 
price in this market is a fraction higher 
than in New York. 


The efficiency of laws to prevent 


corners is seriously called in question 
by this spectacle. 
Tho only other com- 


ment that seems to be called for is that, 
while tho light between bulls and bc.irs 
lasts, the farmer gets that much more 
for his grain, provided ho can got it 
into Chicagj before the corner breaks. 
Which of the two factions on 'Change 
loses money is of no more consequence 
to society at large than the transfer of 
gamblers' chips on a green cloth.—

More About the Great Chicken 
Case—Ttie Bowens vs. 
the Withcutts. 


Great consequences sometimes arise from 


trivial occurrences. The gabbling geese 
once saved ancient Rome, but the proud 
barnyard turkeys have involved the With- 
cutts and the Bowens in a great deal of 
trouble and expense, besides causing much 
bad blood between them. 


Last evening Mts. Withcutt was tried 


on an indictment for an assault sworn out 
by Mr. Bowen.

length. When Mre. Wilhcutt had arrived 
within but a few paces of'him she present- 
ed the deadly weapon at his head and pull- 
ed the trigger. Tho revolver misBcd.,fl|& 
Ue then grasped the revolver to avoid be^ 
ing shot, and threw Mrs. Withcutt to the 
ground, but only succeeded in wrenching 
the weapon from her with the aid of his 
wife. lie could have accomplished the 
feat alone, but did not wish to hurt the 
woman. She had tried to bite him, and 
kicked at him with a-vengeance.^

nesses. She did not deny attempting to 
shoot Mr. Bowen, but said that he leveled 
his'gun'to take her life, and she only acted 
in 'self-defense.
